Strong winds and heavy 
rain quickly got the atten- 
tion of Elba and Coffee 
County residents late Sun- 
day night, April 19, into 
early Monday morning, 
April 20, as a storm system 
made its way across the 
state. 

Just after 10:30 p.m. Sun- 
day night, Elba and Coffee 
County was placed under a 
thunderstorm warning, and 
very soon thereafter, the 
storm rumbled and roared 
its way across the county 
leaving quite a bit of dam- 
age behind it. 

Mid-morning Monday, 
Grant Lyons, deputy direc- 
tor of Coffee County EMA, 
said officials were still 


working on all of the dam- 
age assessments from the 
Sunday night storm. 

“There was lots of dam- 
age reported in the Victoria 
area, as well as, up High- 
way 51 N near Old Taberna- 
cle,” Lyons said. “Most of 
the damage reports so far 
has been trees down, power 
lines down, and trees on 
power lines.” 

Additionally, there were 
reports of roof damage to 
homes and other structures 
across the county. Lyons 
added that Highway 87 N 
between Elba and the Zion 
Chapel community also had 
several reports of trees and 
power lines down. 

“Pretty much the 100-300 
Blocks of county roads had 
the most issues,” he said.

Asingle wide mobile home located on Highway 84 E [in 
the Shiloh Community between Elba and New Brock- 
ton] mae destroyed by fire early Wednesday morning, 
April 15! Elba firefighters were dispatched to the structure 
fire at approximately 6:40 a.m. that morning, which was re- 
ported and confirmed by an Elba Police officer, according 
to information released by Elba FD. Providing mutual aid 
for this fully engulfed blaze were members of the New 
Brockton and Enterprise fire departments. The blaze was 
contained quickly and extinguished without any injuries. 
Officials later was discovered this home was abandoned 
prior to the fire, and reports were that the incident would be 
investigated by the Alabama Fire Marshal’s office. Also re- 
sponding to the scene was Haynes Ambulance on standby 
for firefighter safety and Elba Police for traffic control.

Lyons said the damages 
Coffee County EMA offi- 
cials encountered most of 
Monday appeared to have 
been caused by straight line 
winds from the severe thun- 
derstorm. 

Around 4 p.m. Monday, 
Coffee County EMA direc- 
tor James Brown said Cof- 
fee County still had three 
full road closures due to 
trees and power lines. These 
included: County Rd 147 
north of County Rd 149; 
County Rd 105 between 
County Rd 114 and County 
Rd 107; and County Rd 206 
approximately 4 mile west 
of County Rd 205 intersec- 
tion. 

Of 14,300 customers 
tracked, Alabama Power 
still had four customers out 
Monday afternoon; of 1,877 
customers tracked, Coving- 
ton Electric Cooperative 
still had 600 customers 
without power; and of 4,942 
customers tracked, South 
Alabama Electric still had 
1,433 customers without 
power Monday afternoon 
around 4 p.m.

" “tfews were continuing to 


work as quickly and as 
safely as possible to get 
power restored for all Cof- 
fee County residents. 

In Elba, city clerk Sally 
Bane said the storm caused 
numerous power outages 
overnight into Monday 
morning, but she said all 
city power had been re- 
stored in Elba by mid-mom- 
ing. 

“We were very lucky in 
that no major structural 
damages and no injuries 
were reported from Sunday 
night’s storm,” Bane said. 
“There was a tremendous 
amount of debris to be 
cleared, but our street de- 
partment is working very 
hard to get that handled as 
quickly as possible.” 


Governor Ivey reminds all citizens that Stay-at-Home 
Public Health Order remains in effect until April 30th

Alabama Governor Kay 
Ivey held an COVID-19 up- 
date press conference Tues- 
day morning, April 21, and 
she made it clear the current 
Stay-At-Home Public 
Health Order remains in ef- 
fect until April 30th for the 
State. 

“This week is the pro- 
jected peak of the illness in 
our state,” Governor Ivey 
said. “What we are doing is 
working. I plead with our 
people to continue to do 
what you are doing with so- 
cial distancing, staying at 
home when you can.” 

The governor said it is not 
only her job to look after the 
safety of Alabama’s people, 
but she also must look after 
the state’s economic health. 

“T am as eager as anyone 
to get our economic wheels 
rolling again,” she said. 
“But, we must do it in the 
safest way as possible for 
the people of Alabama.” 

Ivey said Alabamians and 
businesses are hurting right 
now. She said she knows 
this, and she assures every- 
one that state officials are 
working to help all the best 
they can to get through this 
pandemic to get Alabama 
going again. However, she 


said getting the economy 
back up and running is not 
as simple as flipping a 
switch. : 

“No one is more eager to 
open [Alabama’s] economy 
then me, but we need to do 
what is best for the safety of 
our people,” the governor 
said. 

She said when the deter- 
mination is made by herself 
and state health officer Dr. 
Scott Harris to begin reo- 
pening Alabama from the 
COVID-19 pandemic that 


there will be a very specific 
timeline of when, what, 
where, etc. 

Ivey was joined during 
Tuesday press conference 
by Dr. Harris, along with 
state finance director Kelly 
Butler, Alabama Depart- 
ment of Labor secretary 
Fitzgerald Washington, and 
Alabama superintendent of 
banking Mike Hill. 

Dr. Harris said as of Tues- 
day morning there had been

Buildings on Elba City Schools campus undergo deep 
cleaning after employee tests positive for COVID-19

Elba City Schools Super- 
intendent Chris Moseley 
said Thursday, April 16, that 
Elba City Schools was 
closed from last Wednesday, 
April 15, until Monday, 
April 20, because the build- 
ings were being deep- 
cleaned due to _ the 
COVID-19 virus. 

“T was informed Tuesday 
night [April 14] around 6:30 
p.m. that an employee of 
our school system had 
tested positive with the 
COVID-19 virus,” Moseley 
said. “I worked basically all 
night Tuesday and all day 
Wednesday on making sure 
we were following the 
proper protocol to handle 
this matter as suggested by 
the State Department of 
Education.” 

Moseley said making 
sure protocol was followed 
and placing the safety of all 
other employees was his top 
priority after learning of a 
positive COVID-19 case 
with an employee of the 
school system. 

On Tuesday night, Mose- 
ley said he spoke with the 
school system’s admin- 
istrators and officials with 
the state department of edu- 
cation. He also said he let 
employees know the school 
system would be closed the 
remainder of last week to 
allow for a deep-clean of the 
buildings. 

“The state department 
recommends a 72-hour clo- 
sure of the building with a 
deep cleaning,” Moseley 
said, “We already were at a

cases of COVID-19 among 
Alabama citizens at 5,156. 
He said there had been 699 
hospitalizations at that point 
with 176 reported deaths 
[144 of those officially con- 
firmed as a result of the 
virus]. 

Governor Ivey said too 
many lives of Alabamians 
had been lost to this virus, 
and that was the leading fac- 
tor in making sure all rec- 
ommendations are 
considered fully before she 
and Dr. Harris make a deter- 
mination on reopening Ala- 
bama.

“We have reached a point 
where we thought we would 
see a surge in hospitaliza- 
tions, and so far we have 
been able to contain it in our 
hospitals,” Dr. Harris said. 
“We are pleased with that, 
but also recognize it is be- 
cause the people of Ala- 

- bama are doing well in 
staying home and social dis- 
tancing.” 

' Dr. Harris further said 
some really good guidelines 
came out of Washington last 
week to assist sfate’s in their 
considerations for when it 
would be time to reopen, 
and he said those guidelines 
along with recommenda- 
tions being received by the 
govemor’s Coronavirus

what the next steps will be 
when the current stay-at- 
home order expires on April 
30th. 

Finance director Butler 
serves as a member of the 
governor’s seven-member 
coronavirus task force, and 
he said that group has been 
meeting and discussing 
matters already. He said the 
task force had received nu- 
merous recommendations 
from many groups, includ- 
ing the recommendations 
released last Friday by Lt. 
Governor Will Ainsworth 
and the Small Business Ad- 
ministration. 

“As we move forward, 
our recommendations [to 
Governor Ivey and Dr. Har- 
ris} will be based on data 
and facts,” Butler said. 
“That is the path we are tak- 
ing.” 

Department of Labor sec- 
retary Washington said there 
had been over 306,000 new 
unemployment filings over 
the past four weeks. In total 
he said, as of Tuesday morn- 
ing, he said $264 million 
total had been paid to people 
impacted by the virus at no 
fault of their own. 

Washington said 40 per- 
cent of those who had filed 
claims had been paid, but he 
said his department would 
not be satisfied until the 
other 60 percent was paid as 


‘well. 


“We have made several 
improvements to help expe- 
dite [the process],” Wash- 
ington said. “I know there is 
frustration, but please be pa- 
tient as we continue to make 
updates to better serve those 
impacted.” 

Finally, Alabama superin- 
tendent of banking Mike 
Hill said Congress passed 
the $2.3 trillion stimulus 
package in early April to put 
money back into the na- 


tion’s economy, and this in- 
cluded 100 percent guaran- 
teed SBA loans to small 
businesses. If certain crite- 
ria was met, he added those 
loans would be fully for- 
given. 

“The stimulus was ap- 
proved to help citizens and 
businesses survive the pan- 
demic,” Hill said. “The suc- 
cess of the program is 


helping Alabama _ busi- 
nesses.” 
He said as of Tuesday that 


Alabama banks had taken 
28,000 loans totaling $4.86 
billion through this pro- 
gram. He said because of 
that, Alabama currently was 
ranked 19th out of 50 states 
in payroll coverage. 

“The state and its people 
will be much better off be- 
cause of this at the end of 
the pandemic,” Hill said. 

“During these unprece- 
dented times [Alabamians] 
have truly given new mean- 
ing to ‘Together Alabama,” 
Ivey said. “It has been a 
tough month and our world 
has been turned upside 
down, but I am convinced 
better days are ahead. We 
can do this, and we will do 
this.” 

In a previous address to 
the state, the governor said 
she and Dr. Harris would 
most likely announce the 
next step for Alabama prior 
to the end of next week’s 
Stay-at-Home public heath 
order, which expires April 
30th. She has not said if that 
would be extended or if she 
would begin to reopen Ala- 
bama in a strategic manner 
at that point, but she has 
said the decisions made 
would be in the best interest 
of the safety of Alabama’s 
citizens first.

demic! Upon further study, I was relieved to read that the 
Greek word, évedbonoev, is translated “breathe INTO” in- 
stead of “breathe on.” You might not see one as being better 
than the other. However, consider this: “Breathing on” 
shares germs and bad breath, whereas “breathing into” gives 
life! Just think: when a person performs CPR or rescue 
breathing on an unconscious person, the lifesaver breathes 
air INTO the one who needs saving. Breathing into helps 
the heart and lungs to function the way they were designed. 
Rescue breathing can bring a person back to life! 

The breath of Jesus had the same effect. This breath can 
bring a person fully into being! In the Bible, the breath 
refers to God giving life and movement. It is often noted as 
being the Holy Spirit. In the books of Genesis and Job, 
God’s breath is the catalyst for giving life. It is the impetus 
that puts us into motion! 

We, too, are socially “locked away” from one another at 
this time. How can we allow Jesus to breathe the Spirit 
INTO us even now? My prayer is that we will allow the 
Spirit to flow through us to the point where we have new 
clarity.

Federal goverment extends STAR ID deadline to Oct. 2021 aks wishing the birthday 


The Alabama Law 
Enforcement reminds the 
public the U.S, Department 
of Homeland Security, at 
the direction of President 
Donald J. Trump, has 
extended the STAR ID 
enforcement deadline to 
Oct. 1, 2021, in response to 
the Coronavirus 
(COVID-19). 

STAR ID, which stands 
for Secure, Trusted and 
Reliable Identification, is 
Alabama’s version of the 
federal REAL 1D program. 

ALEA began modifying 
its Driver License Division 
operations in mid-March. 
The agency then shut down 
public access to Driver 
License locations at the end 
of March 26. Driver 
License Division personnel 
have continued to serve 
customers online and via 
phone and email. 

ALEA’s Secretary Hal 
Taylor said, “The federal 
deadline extension should 
relieve some of the wait 
time at ALEA’s DL offices 
to obtain a STAR ID during 
the next several months.” 

During the closure, 
ALEA’s Driver License 
personnel continue to 
contact customers who 
scheduled appointments for 
services prior to the 
pandemic.

May 11 is target date : 
Youth leagues may soon hear ‘Play Ball’ 


While all sporting activ- 
ities in Alabama were sus- 
pended a month ago by 
Gov. Kay Ivey due to the 
coronavirus pandemic, a 
group headed by Lt. Gov. 
Will Ainsworth and state 
Rep. Danny Garrett has rec- 
ommended that youth sports 
be allowed to resume with 
May 11 as a target date. 

In a report named ‘Re- 
open Alabama Respon- 
sibly,’ the group made its 
recommendation last week, 
with a number of guidelines 
that must be met for youth 
sports to resume its seasons 
across the state. 

The summary of the re- 
port stated: “Maintaining 
social distancing and fol- 
lowing the measures rec- 
ommended in this section 
will be critical to establish- 
ing safe and healthy opera- 
tions of youth recreational 
activities and sports. The 
application of the rec- 
ommendations may vary by 
sport; however, these meas- 
ures should not exclude or 
largely deviate from how 
they are described in this 
section.” 

The 162-page report de- 
tailed measures that would 
need to be implemented for 
the youth sports to return. 
The measures included 
properly spacing equipment 
to limit interaction, limiting 
the use of shared equipment 
and not allowing food and 
concessions to be opened. 

Following is a list of rec- 
ommended guidelines that 
are included in the report 
that it insists must be fol- 
lowed along with additional 
recommendations from rec- 
reational leagues, cities, 
counties, the state and CDC 
recommendations: 

* Ensure that all player 
equipment is properly 
spaced to limit interaction; 

* Coaches, players, par- 
ents and attendees are re- 
quired to practice 
responsible social distanc- 
ing when and where pos- 
sible, especially in common 
areas (i.e. dugouts); 

* Limit the use of team- 
shared equipment and en- 
courage the cleaning and 
sanitizing of this equipment 
after each use; 

* Strictly monitor the 
health of each employee, 
coach and player and re- 
quire any individual with a 
fever or other symptoms of 
COVID-19 to not partici- 
pate in team activities; 

* Encourage use of face 
masks by players and in 
close contact areas and situ- 
ations where applicable; 

* Facilities should. in- 
crease frequency of clean- 
ing and sanitizing measures 
especially in areas of high 
traffic, such as restrooms; 

* No food or concession 
sales will be allowed at fa- 
cilities; 

_ * Public restrooms 
should be limited to a one- 
in-one-out policy; 

* Practices and games 
should be scheduled to 
allow for additional time for 
teams and attendees to exit 
the premises before other 
teams and attendees enter. 

While Gov. Ivey has not 
yet adopted the recommen- 
dations, Elba Parks and 
Recreation Director Greg 
Hanchey stated last week 
that, “The youth baseball 
and softball seasons have 
not been canceled. We still 
have hope to get the all 
clear very soon and hope- 
fully allow the youth a lim- 
ited time to practice and 
then if possible start the sea- 
son on May 15.”

recommendations are followed to restart youth baseball and softball leagues across the 


state. 


“T have been in numerous 
virtual meetings with state 
officials in all summer 
sports and all options are 
still in limbo,” added Han- 
chey. “I plan to hold a vir- 
tual meeting this week with 
all coaches to make sure 
they are still willing to 
coach a team, and we will 
proceed from there as al- 
lowed. State officials in 
Dixie Baseball and Dixie 
Softball have always had 
May | circled as a potential 
starting date, but any and all 
plans are only projections 
until Gov. Ivey and state 
health officials give us the 
okay.” 

Hanchey reported that 
registration is complete for 
teams in age groups ‘12 and 
under,’ and added that 
numbers are high for youth 
signed up for tee-ball. He 
said schedules have been 
completed, with teams from 
Elba, New Brockton, Zion 
Chapel, Goshen and Kin- 
ston set to play interlocking 
schedules. 

. “If we start in mid-May it 
will obviously mean having 
to rework the schedules,” 
said Hanchey, “ since that is 
the time we usually begin to 
wind down the regular sea- 
son and pick all-star teams 
for ‘post-season tourna- 
ments, Many league offi- 
cials seem to favor playing 
the regular season in May 
and June, just to give the 
youth that want to play in 
the summer some form of 
normalcy. State officials in 
Dixie Baseball and Dixie: 
Softball have hinted that 
there will not be any district 
tournaments, to allow for a 
delayed regular season to 
complete its season, and 
then possibly hold an ‘invi- 
tational’ state tournament.” 

Hanchey continued, “We 
know we have a lot to cover 
in a short amount of time if 
we get the go ahead, be- 
cause we know that not all 
players that signed up will 
still want to play due to 
health concerns, and others 
may not play because the 
family will want to go on 
vacation once the ‘stay at 
home’ orders cease. If there 
is anyway possible we can 
still have a regular season in 
all our leagues we will do 
so. We are going to make 
certain that what we are 
doing is in the best interest 
of all the youth and the fam- 
ilies in our community with

the start of the seasons. 

“The construction crews 
have been hard at work to 
get finished,” said Hanchey, 
“and we are confident we 
will be ready to go. We 
added concrete sidewalks in 
many areas to meet all ADA 
(American Disabilities Act) 
standards and also raised 
the backstops from dugout 
to dugout on all three fields 
from ten feet to twenty feet 
high. This should help pro- 
tect the fans from foul balls
